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Recent testing has confirmed that the following versions of Command View can be installed 
on the same Windows management station: 

• Command View for Tape Libraries, version 1 .5.05 and later 

• Command View EVA, version 3.3.3 and later 

The management station must meet the following minimum criteria: 

• Windows 2000 or 2003 Professional or Server edition SP3, or Windows XP 
Professional 

• Pentium IV 1 .6 GHz processor, 2 GB RAM 

• Java JRE 1.4.2 

Please note that only a single SMI-S Provider (or "CIMOM") can be installed on a 
management station at this time. When Command View for Tape Libraries and Command 
View EVA are installed on the same management station, either the Tape Library Provider 
or EVA Provider - but not both - can be installed. *

* Installing the Tape Library provider after installing the EVA provider can cause the CIMOM to fail 
startup, while installing the EVA provider after installing the Tape Library provide can cause 
provider functional calls to fail.
